Friends 
rally for 
family 
in blaze

A devastating fire on 
March 20 claimed the 
Feeding Hills home 
where Tommy and Gina Briggs 
live with their two children, 
but it did not affect their resil¬ 
ience. 

The fire caused extensive 
damage, forcing the Briggs 
family to temporarily relocate 
from the house where Tommy 
had grown up as a child. But 
the overwhelming response 
from the community came as 
the biggest surprise of all. 

What started out as a rou¬ 
tine morning making pancakes 
for her daughter, Antoinette, 4, 
and son, Savino, 2, quickly be¬ 
came an emergency situation 
when Gina noticed smoke bil¬ 
lowing outside her dining room 
window. Within seconds, they 
noticed flames coming from 
the adjacent garage. 

“It sounded like the Titan¬ 
ic,” said Gina. 

When firefighters arrived, 
the Briggs family, which in¬ 
cluded Ginas visiting mother, 
was standing outside in frigid 
38-degree temperatures as the 
fire, which was blamed on an 
electrical malfunction, began 
to spread to the house. Gina 
learned afterward that the so¬ 
lar panels on the roof of her 
house brought the internal 
temperature up to nearly 1,200 
degrees, forcing firefighters to 
use an “alternative game plan” 
to quell the fire. It took Aga¬ 
wam firefighters four hours to 
contain the blaze. The couple’s 
cars were also destroyed. 

Standing outside in the cold 
surrounded by firefighters, 
neighbors and family mem¬ 
bers who rushed to the scene, 
Gina was met by her children’s 
daycare providers John and 
Kristeen Uneegar of Family

Development study nets $ 18 K grant 


Mayor William Sapelli an¬ 
nounced this week that Agawam 
has been awarded an $18,500 state 
grant, which will be used to per¬ 
form an economic development 
self-assessment and community 
readiness study.

Michael Squindo, Senior Center director

Michael Squindo is relatively new to Agawam’s 
administrative staff, as he was only hired to be the 
director of the Council on Aging and Senior 
Center last September. He says he decided 
in the eighth grade, when the school nurse 
became his mentor, that he wanted to help 
people find their paths in life. In high school, 
he served on a community partnership 
board and then graduated from Vermont’s 
Champlain College and later Springfield 
College with degrees in social work. Follow¬ 
ing stints working in senior centers in East 
Longmeadow and Longmeadow, he came 
to Agawam, as he explains, to help our se¬ 
nior citizens and to have his own staff to 
guide and help grow professionally. 

In his position, Squindo is responsible for out¬ 
reach and social services that provide programs 
and activities to stimulate elderly residents. 

“The Senior Center is not just a place for bingo 


and to hang out,” he said. 

He tries to find balance between the needs of 
seniors over 75 and those under that age. He em¬ 
braces the term “senior,” explaining that it means 
experience and, tries to attract the young¬ 
er seniors into the center with more active 
programs like line dancing or yoga, so 
they will be comfortable there should they 
need helpful services as they age. When 
recently approached by members of AARP, 
who offered to conduct a refresher course 
designed for older drivers, he was pleased 
to see 22 people participate, and another 
one is already being arranged.

in 1996, she began her ed¬ 
ucation career in 1998 as a 
math and science teacher 
at Kennedy Middle School 
in Springfield. 

Two years later she 
transferred to Chicopee, 
where she was a science 
teacher at Chicopee High 
School until 2004. Hoffman 
remained in the Chicopee 
for the next six years, work¬ 
ing for the district in two 
grant-funded programs. 

In those positions, she 
coordinated profession¬ 
al development programs 
for teachers, assisted the 
district in implementing a 
research-based literacy in¬ 
tervention, program, and 
began a federal literacy 
program at Chicopee’s two 
high schools. 

When the grant pro¬ 
grams ended, Hoffman was 
hired as an assistant princi¬ 
pal at her alma mater, work¬ 
ing with Lemanski, who was 
then the school’s principal. 
Among her responsibilities 
were assisting and pro¬ 
moting a number of school 
initiatives, including a pro¬ 
gram to reduce disciplinary 
incidents, increase the 
school’s sense of safety, and 
support improved academ¬ 
ic outcomes.

nal 30 seconds of the half, the 
Pacers scored twice, gaining a 
little momentum.

Child Care in Feeding Hills. 
Within hours of learning 
the extent of the damage, 
the Uneegars established 
a GoFundMe page to raise 


funds to aid in the Briggs’ 
recovery process. 

“[John and Kristeen] 
are my children’s second 
parents,” said Gina. “Peo¬ 
ple who I didn’t even know 
started donating $100. I 
was pacing the street as my 


husband is talking to the 
firefighters and all of a sud¬ 
den we have donations.” 

At press time, the Go¬ 
FundMe page had raised 
$11,384 of its $20,000 goal. 

“We just look at life 
completely different now,” 
said Gina. “Right now, we 
have such great friends and 
such a close community. 
We have so many beauti¬ 
ful cards from people, and 
there’s been phone calls 
pouring in from people 
making sure we are okay.

“You have to embrace 
the moment, and we just 
have to live in the now,” said 
Gina, a teacher in the Chi¬ 
copee public schools. “You 
just have to live in the pres¬ 
ent and not worry about 
the past. You just have to 
do what you can do right 
now. Knowing we made it 
out safe and alive is what’s 
important.”

nor, a member of the School Com¬ 
mittee and a Navy veteran herself. 
O’Connor found her relatives’ 
names and then joined other vet¬ 
erans and Agawam residents in 
paying tribute to those who made 
the ultimate sacrifice for their 
country in the military. 

Corky Laduke also came to 
Agawam’s Memorial Day obser¬ 
vance on the green. Before the 
service began, he walked over to 
the memorials to look for names 
of anyone he might have known. 

“I sometimes get very emo¬ 
tional at observances like this, 
said the Army veteran, who 
served while the U.S. was engaged 
in the conflict in Vietnam. 

Stationed stateside, he said he 
sometimes feels guilty about not 
being sent into combat like many 
others. But he added that he under¬ 
stand it wasn’t his decision, that he 
went where the Army sent him. 

“That’s one reason why I al¬ 
ways like to pay my respects to 
those veterans who didn’t make 
it home,” explained Laduke, who 
served from 1968 to 1971. 

The town’s observance of Me¬ 
morial Day is a solemn occasion 
— and often an emotional one — 
as speakers talk about the impor¬ 
tance of the holiday and honoring 
those who died while serving the 
country in the military. 

Mayor William Sapelli drew on 
his past career as a teacher and a 
superintendent in his remarks. He 
urged parents and grandparents 
to use the holiday as a “teachable 
moment.” Sapelli said while it was 


great so many youngsters partici¬ 
pated in the parade that preceded 
the observance, there is more to 
the day than a parade. 


“Explain to your children and 
grandchildren the difference be¬ 
tween Memorial Day and Veter¬ 
ans Day, as they are often con¬ 


fused. Bring them around to the 
memorials to help them under¬ 
stand why today is a day to honor 
our fallen vets who died defend¬ 


ing our country and our freedom,” 
said the mayor. 

State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R- Southwick, said Memorial Day 
serves both as a tribute to those 
who have fallen and an opportu¬ 
nity to reaffirm a commitment to 
the values they died defending. 

“Our service men and wom¬ 
en epitomize the citizen-soldier,” 
Boldyga said. “They never sought 
out grand parades or recognition, 
even though that is what they 
deserve. Today, we solemnly rec¬ 
ognize them and the sacrifices 
they’ve made.” 

Town veterans agent Richard 
Girard said it’s important to not 
only remember those who died 
while fighting for their country, but 
also those veterans who have been 
declared missing in action. He said 
families to this day still grieve for 
their loved ones who didn’t come 
home and still wait for closure. 

“It’s important to remember 
those people — the veterans who 
we don’t have here,” Girard said. 
“It’s important that today we re¬ 
member their contributions to 
saving our country.” 

He added, “It’s not just one per¬ 
son who died who saved our entire 
country — it’s a collection of all 
these people who you see down 
there who saved our country’ 

Agawam resident Frank Mazzie, 
a World War II veteran who served 
as part of the personal guard for 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
before being sent overseas, was 
this year’s parade marshal. Now 
93, Mazzie enlisted in the Marine 
Corps when he was 18 and saw 
combat while fighting in many of 
the battles on the Pacific islands.
